It is hardly possible that all these conflagrations ehould 

have been the result of accidente. It-hae been sug- 

gested trat they are the effects of: fenaticism. We 

are unw iting to believe that religion could induce any 

person to commit an act of so diabolical a nature;

forw—when we perceive it increasing daily, and know 
that its hostility to every rational, ‘elegant, and refined 
amusement is deep-rooted and invélerate, there is no 
great violence doné to common sense, or the lessons 
of experience, by supps-ing that a plan: may have 
been projected to destroy the theatres of America, hy 
fire, and that this plan is now in the “ full tide of suc- 
cessful experiment.” 1¢ behoves the proprietors of 
these establishments to employ a vigilant watchman to 
give timely notice of danger. 


On Saturday evéning last a fire broke out in a wood- 
en building near the theatre in this town, and o¢cupi- 
ed by the managers as a workshop and a storehouse 
for scenery. The contents of the building were very 
combustible, and, fora time, the flames, threatened 
destruction tothe theatre and the adjacent houses. 
They wete extinguished, however, without essentially 
injuring any other building than that in which they 
began. The managers have lost much valuable and 
expensive scenery; Mr. Worrall has lost twa pano- 
ramic paintings, the Battle of Paris, and the Picture, 
of Paris, by Barker; and Mr. Perkins, the catpen- 
ter of the theatre, a valuable set of carpenter's tools.

ORIENTAL LITERATURE. 

Mr. Demanne and Mr. Gaultier, Secretary 
Adjunct in the School of Oriental Languages, 
have just made a discovery which will have 
very great influence on the civilization of: the 
East. At a late sitting of the Academy of 
Sciences and Belles Lettres, these Gehtlemen 
presented the result of a process, by means of
